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PEEFACE. 



Having since the publication of my British Guiana Digest con- 
tinued to make annotations on the written decisions of the several 
Courts of Justice in British Guiana from the 1st January, 1907, 
to the 21st August, 1908, and of the Statute Laws of the Colony 
during the same period, I now offer to the profession and the 
public in general the result thereof in the present Supplementary 
Alphabetical Digest, which I have no doubt will be a valuable 
addition to my Digest.

The subjects marked with an asterisk (*) in this Supplement are 
new ones, and therefore do not appear in my Digest. 

Appended to the present work is a list of fourteen cases which 
were inadvertently omitted in my Digest and are now also referred 
to in the body of this work.

PREFACE TO DIGEST. 



When I came to this Colony from the neighbouring Colony of 
Dutch Guiana, in 1893, and had signed articles with my now late 
uncle. Dr. B. E. C. Belmonte, M.A., D.C.L., LL.D. (Leyden), 
Advocate, then practising in the Courts of this Colony, I learnt in 
the course of my study that there were up to that time — with the 
exception of the few hereinafter mentioned — no systematical Law 
Eeports or Digest of reported written decisions of the several Courts 
of Justice of this Colony. 

Besides the study of the theoretical knowledge of the procedure 
here prevailing, I was also advised and strongly recommended by 
my said tutor to undertake the study of the practical part of the 
said procedure by reading the written reasons of decisions of the 
Courts in cases here decided, so far as they were reported and 
could be obtained. 

My attention was then also drawn to the dictum of His Honour 
the Chief Justice of that time, Sir D. P. Chalmers, Kt., as laid 
down by His Honour in his advertisement dated May 26tli, 1892, 
and preceding Vol. I. (New Series) of the Law Eeports of British 
Guiana, viz. : " The decisions of Courts of Justice are the only 
authoritative declarations of what the law is, whenever the ssope 
and meaning of its precepts come into controversy." 

Induced by these and other considerations, I commenced making 
annotations, by means of short notes, on the statute and local laws 
of this Colony. These annotations I have since continued to make, 
deriving the materials for that purpose from the available Law 
Eeports and Digests, consisting of — 

1. The two volumes of the collection of cases decided in the 
Review Court of British Guiana from 1856 to 1873, edited by 
certain Magistrates of the Colony in 1874. 

2. The two volumes of the Old Series of the Law Eeports of 
British Guiana, containing the reports of cases decided in the local 
Courts of Justice from 1856 to 1865, and also the digest of cases 
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decided in the Review Court from 1856 to 1892 inclusive, all which 
were compiled and published in 1892, 1893^ and 1896 respectively 
hy Mr. E. A. V. Abraham, late Sworn Clerk and Notary Public of 
the Registrar's Office of British Guiana, and now a brother practi- 
tioner in this Colony, to whom much praise is to be given for his 
energy and work in that direction, therel)eing, as stated in his said 
Digest, no Digest of Colonial cases before that, and, moreover, he 
having to do the work unaided. 

3. The three volumes of the New Series of the Law Eeports of 
British Guiana containing the reports of cases decided in the local 
Courts of Justice from 1890 to 1894, compiled and published in 
1892, 1893, and 1894 respectively by His Honour the said late 
Chief Justice, Sir D. P. Chalmers, Kt. 

4. The several volumes containing the reports of cases decided 
during 1874 to 1898 in the Review Court and the Appellate Juiis- 
diction of the Supreme Court of British Guiana, printed respectively 
by several printers to the Government of British Guiana. 

5. The cuttings taken from certain newspapers of the Colony 
reporting the cases decided in the local Courts of Justice and 
collected by some of the members of the profession here in scrap- 
books, from 1888 up to the present, the perusal of all which has 
been kindly allowed me by these gentlemen, to all of whom I avail 
myself of this opportunity to offer my sincerest thanks. 

6. The separately printed judgments of the Supreme Court of 
British Guiana, in all its jurisdictions, dating from 1900, a system 
of publishing which was commenced under the regime of the 
late Chief Justice, Sir William Smith, Kt., and has since been, and 
still is, followed up by their Honours the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, to the great pleasure and benefit of the profession and public 
in general. 

7. The Official Gazette of the Colony, in which previously to 
1900 only the judgments on appeal from the Magistrates' Courts, and 
thereafter all the judgments of the Supreme Court of British Guiana 
in all its jurisdictions, are published ; and 

8. Last but not least, the Digest of some 380 cases decided in the 
Supreme Court of British Guiana from 1901 to the earlier half of 1905, 
including cases decided in the Appellate Jurisdiction of the Court com- 
piled and published by Mr. 0. E. Sharpies, M.A., LL.B. (Cantab.) 
Barrister-at-law, practising in the Supreme Court of British Guiana. 
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Wishing to make those annotations of use to others also, 
I have prepared and compiled this Digest and Index of about 1,800 
reported written reasons of decisions of the several Courts of Justice 
in British Guiana from 1856 — the time when the preservation in 
the Eecords of written reasons of judgment began to be the 
practice — to 31st December, 1906, omitting therefrom the cases 
in which no general principle of law has been at issue and of which 
the publication seems to me unnecessary. The cases decided under 
repealed or obsolete Statutes of the Colony and referred to in this 
Digest and Index are those which I thought to be of value and 
to assist to construe the subsequent analogous and at present 
governing Statutes of the Colony. 

As will be seen from a perusal of the book, much time and labour 
have been expended thereon, which I hope will, while proving to be 
fairly full and accurate, meet with the approval of and be found 
useful to the profession and the public in general. 

Should my work effect this object and be some guide to all 
readers thereof, I shall be grateful to all and consider the time and 
labour on it well spent.
